Francisco, Calif. Excerpts from her latest letter 
follow: 

“Deep in the jungles, in the heart of Luzon 
Island, hotter than Hades, too close to our nearest. 
neighbor, Formosa, and only a stone’s throw from. 
Indo-China-- rooming with lizards and huge bugs 
in an open-air quonset-- you'll find your friend, 
Loretta! 

“Clark Field is snuggled in the arms of the 
loveliest mountains on three sides-- the other side 
is bordered with miles of rice paddies which even- 
tually end in more mountains. I’m so thankful 
there are mountains here! The saying ‘A moun- 
tain has no need for words-- it says so much with- 
out them’... is certainly true. 

“T was fascinated by the typhoons. The wild 
creatures came out of the woods, the many strange 
and beautiful birds came and for two days before 
the storm chattered madly. The day of the ty- 
phoon everything was still and silent. Then with 
a gentle breeze at first and later with great gusto, 
here came “Typhoon Ruby”. Trees were lashed 
about swatting the ground . . .the banana trees 
reminded me of a beautiful ballet ... so graceful 
were their movements! The tumult. of the clouds 
was a sight to behold. . . I couldn’t take my eyes 
away from them. The lightning streaked across 
the sky, the thunder rolled and bodmed and 
rolled ... and then the rains came! My, it rained 
for four days!

Tried and Tested Ideas 


(Adapted from Mrs. Howard Stone Anderson’s 
article in ADVANCE for the women of the South- 
east Convention by Mary Margaret Smoot and 
Pauline Slater.) 

Spiritual Life and Evangelism Committee: Sug- 
gests to the women a worship booklet available 
from the National Council, 297 Fourth Avenue, 
New York 10, N. Y., price $1.25. Calls on elderly 
members and shut-ins regularly, giving a short 
devotional in their homes. 

Christian Education Committee: Encourages 
the women to provide “camperships” for junior 
and senior high young people; scholarships for 
church school teachers to attend workshops and 
training institutes; partial scholarships for college 
students. Arranges for book displays at special 
meetings. Prepares and distributes list of pre- 
Christmas and pre-Lenten books for sale. Estab- 
lishes a lending library. Solicits subscriptions to 
Southeast News, Advance and other denomina- 
tional literature. Sponsors (or works with the 
church school) the Daily Vacation Bible School. 
Acts as “overseer” for the cleaning, storing and 
repairing of choir robes for the children. 

Friendly Service Committee: (Local and World- 
wide) Displays Friendly Service articles and dedi- 
cates these at a special service. Enlists the support 
of all the church members in Friendly Service 
projects. The chairman arranges to have a differ- 
ent person responsible for supplying the church 
with flowers each month or week, and arranges 
flowers on Saturday to avoid Sunday morning 
confusion. A flower calendar may be posted in the 
church vestibule and “memorials” requested. 

Stewardship Committee: Concerns itself with 
money to be raised by pledges and, if necessary, 
dues. So called “money-making devices” are dis- 
couraged. Encourages all women of the church to 
participate in the Woman’s Gift. Includes in the 
budget expense money for properly elected dele- 
gates to attend denominational meetings. 

Social Action Committee: (Or Christian Citi- 
zenship Committee), Provides for a specific num= 


‘ber of yearly meetings; schedules at least one 


open meeting with special speaker; encourages 
members to read Social Action magazine. 

Our Christian World Mission Committee: En- 
courages the women to acquaint themselves with 
and lo support the work of the American’ Board, 
the Board of Home Missions, the Council for So- 
cial Action and the Congregational Christian Serv- 
ice Committee. Encourages the reading of the de- 
nominational mission study books. 

Publicity Committee: Sends all news items to 
the local papers and the Southeast News and keeps. 
a scrapbook of all women’s events reported. 

Program Committee: (With above named com- 
mittee chairmen as members) Plans program on 
major emphases of the church such as missions,, 
social action, church building, Our Christian 
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Work Day For Christ 
Pilgrim Fellowship groups which have sent in 
money designated for the Work Day for Christ 
project through November 30 are listed below:

for worship under the direction of President Flan- 
nery. The climax of each day was a worship serv- 
ice conducted by Professor Carl Landes of South- 
ern Union, with a sermon by some outstanding 
preacher. Among the guest preachers were the 
Rev. E. L. McFee (Methodist) of Roanoke, Ala.; 
the Rev. T. M. Hamby (Baptist) of Lanett, Ala.; 
the Rev. Robert Yoh (Congregational) of the Sou- 
thern Union College staff; and the Rev. F. J. 
Mehrtens (Evangelical and Reformed) of Cullman. 

Men enrolled in the formal class work will con- 
tinue their study by correspondence, completing 
the course just prior to the next Convocation and 
Training School scheduled for May 1955.

Membership Committee: Honors new women 
with corsages, or at a special luncheon has a 
“newcomers’ table”. Committee secures names of 
prospective members from the minister and calls 
on them. 

Telephone Squad: Membership is divided 
among committee members who call absentees, 
make calls for special occasions or emergencies.
